I notice that you have recently received a letter from a Mr.: 


Hammer who says that he Is glad that you have introduced a bill j 
in the legislature to prohibit the use of the red flag in this state. 


After reading Mr. Hammer's letter I thought that, as an old 


legislative colleague of yours, I would ajso like to send you a let- 
ter on the same subject. So here goes, Hugo. 


Your bill prohibits the use of the red or black flags in this 


state subject to a fine of from §10 to $100 or a 30 day storage in 
a county jail. 


I have been wondering, Hugo, why you put in the black flag. 


I wonder if your old shrewdness isn't asserting itself again. I 
believe, Hugo, that your bill is really aimed at the red flag. But 
knowing the depth of your reasoning powers and your inclination 
to look a long way ahead I know that you have concluded that it 
is going to be a hard matter to lower the red flag unless you also 
puil the black flag down. 


The black flag is the flag of piracy. 
I suppose, Hugo, that

You Cannot Shoot or Hang A State 


of Mind, Says, Senator Johnson 


[From Senator Hiram Johnson's speech Jan. 29] 


Mr. President, no one has less sympathy than I with the 


Bolsheviki of Russia, who there ruthlessly control with a 
hideous class tyranny. 
None will more scornfuly reject 


their grotesque doctrine. But I will not permit my'feelings 
for the men or their formulae to blind me to bur own wrong- 
doing, nor will I cloak one wrong with hypocritical denuncia- 
tion. During the war it became fashionable to call all who 
disagreed with any governmental policy pro-German. Now 
the fashion has changed; and any man who will not accept 
the wrongful edict of intrenched power is by that token a 
Bolsheviki. In making the world safe for democracy we have 
put our intellects in chains; and one of our first tasks with 
ourselves is to unlock the prisons in which we have confined 
our brains. I read of great statesmen of ours saying "Shoot 
them down" and others "Hang them." You can. not shoot 
or hang a state of mind. When it becomes by open expres- 
sion treasonable, under the law of the land you may punish 
it. But if men in high places imagine by invoking lawless- 
ness against lawlessness they can make the world better, all 
history denies them. I think too well of my country to be- 
lieve for one instant the doctrine of Bolsheviki Russia can 
aver find a foothold here. My faith in the Republic and our 
people, in our democracy, will not permit me to be frightened- 
by the fantasy of madmen elsewhere. I think I can with 
equanimity observe the servile part of the press .apply to me 
for this speech the now familiar epithet of Bolsheviki. Its 
indiscriminate application is illustrated by a New York ad- 
ministration 'paper designating prohibitionists as the Bol- 
sheviki of America. My 'appeal today will find no response 
with those newspapers and great men who preach anarchy 
when they demand killing and hanging out of hand; but it 
will have its answering approval with the inarticulate mass 
who ask but justice, and the same honesty in governments 
as in men, it will find its echo in the hearts of the common 
folks whose sons and husbands in frozen Russia are paying 
the price of our Government's wrong and broken faith, and 
I am content.

Your contention is, and I 
am inclined to think that you are right, that just so long as we 
continue to allow the rich to become richer by making the poor 
poorer the red flag isn't coming down while the black flag con- 
tinues to go up. These flag's have got to come down together, 
Hugo.

With such an agreement on gen- 


eral principles as has been reached 
it is held in some quarters that there 
may be no need.to treat specifically 
such subjects as the freedom of the 
seas, the use of submarine* in war- 
fare, the creation of buffer states, 
or even the delimitation of national 
boundaries with reference to their 
defensive possibilities. The idea is 
that -there would be no necessity to 
consider the question of defense 
against a neighbor whose good be- 
havior' was assured. 


Some questions, however, do re-

immediate .consideration

seems generally agreed. 
These are 


subjects such as the assessment of 


. the damages caused by the war, the 
; responsibility for the war, the regu-

Require Much Time 


Some of these problems would re- 


quire a long time to settle, notably 
the determining of the actual dam- 
age inflicted by the enemy, although 
it has 'been suggested that adjust- 
ment of this question might be fa- 
cilitated by tho adoption of an esti- 
mate of the gross sum, based on the 
preliminary examinations which 'al- 
ready, have been made by army of- 
ficers.
